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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have argued that the prior art 
does not teach the claimed system for creating data relating to a modular wiring harness design as recited in the limitations of 
claim 1. The examiner submits that the recited limitations of claim 1 merely require that harness elements assigned to a module 
have data (of any type, and for only some elements) associated with other modules, and that harness elements used together have 
data (again of any type) associated with other modules and assigned as part of one particular group of modules. This relationship 
is rendered obvious by at least Tables 1-4 of Nishikawa. For example, at column 7, line 30, Nishikawa discloses 16 types of 
harnesses A through P formed by combinations of the four electrical systems (i.e. harness elements assigned to part of one 
module include data representing other modules) must be conventionally controlled, the number of types that must be production 
controlled Includes common circuits and four dedicated circuits (i.e. harness elements used together have data associated with 
other modules and assigned as part of one group (as options)). Further, the claimed association of "data" relating the various 
modules would obviously also occur as part of the "automatic" snap and glue process and database features disclosed by Blllsdon 
(pages 165-166, Figs. 3-5) The examiner therefore Interpreted the features recited In claims 1-16 to be rendered obvious by the 
combination of Blllsdon and Nishikawa as recited In the Final Office Action. MPEP 2106 recites the following supporting rational for 
this interpretation: 

"While It is appropriate to use the specification to determine what applicant intends a term 
to mean, a positive limitation from the specification cannot be read into a claim that does 
not impose that limitation. A broad Interpretation of a claim by Office personnel will 
reduce the possibility that the claim, when Issued, will be interpreted more broadly than Is 
justified or Intended. An applicant can always amend a claim during prosecution to better 
reflect the Intended scope of the claim." 
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
